pick holes in Christ's coat and finds him- 
self ‘* up.against a tough proposition.” The 
fig treo incident is constantly referred to in 
this endeavour, Jt- has been recently 
answered once again in the pages of the 
British Weekly, whose ‘Correspondence of 
Dr David Smith’ is always worth reading. 
Look at the ‘narrative as given by Mark in 
the eleventh chaptor, verses 12 to 14 and 
20 to 25.

and becomes the ‘*honorary omtor of the 
nation.” A preacher to others of imper- 
ative duties, though metely in matters of 
spade work, he himself seemsincapabloe of 
sustained Inbour even when the issues aro 
of the most vital. How often has it to bo 
ssid, if only ho were less brilliant snd 
had more of pteady purpose! . 

At present Lord. Rosebery is in one of 

his higher moods. Last week he electrified 
Parliament, and’ won the admiration of 
friend and foo by his attack on the Licens- 
ing Bill. Now he has delivered 8 powerful 
appeal to the youth of Scotland. to take 
moro seriously the question of military 
service and national defence. The occasion 
was 4 small one, the presentation of ‘prizes 
to the Leith battalion ; but whon ha speaks 
it is not to the local gathering, the whole 
nation is his sudience,—his epeoches ‘read 
so woll!” Clad in his new uniform 
of President of the Mid-Lothian Terri- 
torial Association, he took as his text ‘the 
clear duty tht lies on all able-bodied mon 
to join the defensive forces of the vountry.” 
Hie will not be accused of being -cither a 
Chauvinist or an alarmist. Sometimes he 
has been suspected, on the strength of 
Phrases he has let drop, of undorrating 
the danger thit may possibly asvail un 
from the. sido of-Germany. And he ‘i: 
not disposéd ta lay weight on tho 
bellicosa and ‘lawless talk ”- of irre- 
sponsible individuals and journals «n tho 
Continent. Persunully he dove. uct he 
Heve that Germany or any other civilise? 
Power would. be guilty of the “*unpreced-" 
ented act of porfidy” of directing an attack 
on this country without warning or protest. 
But he cannot disregard the fact that tho 
idea ‘of invasion by a foreign enemy is 
entertained asa conceivable and substantial 
national risk “by persons competout to 
judgo on such matters ;" and that, if this 
tisk be overlonked or insufficiently pre- 
pared for by persons in authority, ‘‘it| 
becomes u matter af some anxiety to the 
people of this country to know whether we 
are safe or not,” 
” After wavering round his theme, Os is 
his manner, ho cana toa dofinite conclusion 
on the whole’ matter, “I myself amie 
beliover in the Swiss’ system, by which 
every able-bodied man is compolled to be 
trained for a short time, so that at spy 
rate he may:be capable at a pinch of being 
produced as an eflicient soldier; and T) 
believe that you will sever be quite safe 
from such apprehensions ns are indulged in 
at this moment till the nation makes up its 
mind’ to adopt a like syatem. And then, 
*1f Mr Haldane'’s scheme should break: 
down, you will’ inevitably, whether you 
like it or not, ‘have to fall back” on the 
Swiss system, This pronouncement is of 
distinct importanco, even with its Roschery- 
like indefiniteness. Ho has never yet so 
fully committed himself. Hoe was one of 
the most interested listeners: uf Lord 
Roberts’ specch in the House’ of Lords, 
and this plea for universal military training, 
may Te put down on the result, of the 
argumonts of the veteran Field Marshal.
